A new record high total of 38 
high schools and academies 
will participate in the 1974-75 
season of the television quiz 
series, "As Schools Match 
Wits”. The fourteenth season 
of the award-winning 
production premieres at 7:30 
p.m. Saturday, Sept. 21, on 
WWLP Channel 22 and WRLP 
Channel 32. 

Mahar Regional High 
School of Orange meets 
Turners Falls High on the 
opener. Pioneer Valley 
Regional High of Northfield 
will meet the winner on the 
Sept. 28 telecast; and 35 other 
schools from Western 
Massachusetts and Northern 
Connecticut are lined up to 
appear on succeeding weeks. 

Each school will be 
represented by a team of four 
students in the thirty-minute 
battle of quick thinking to 
come up with the answers to 
questions. The winning team 


returns the following week to 
meet a new challenger. A 
team with three victories 
retires from the series and 
qualifies for the play-offs at 
the end of the season.

According to most of the 16 
drivers - one male, 15 female - t 
who drove the buses on £ 
opening day, September 4, the £ 
new routes were poorly 
planned and totally confusing, t 
New bus routes, necessary c 
this year because of the in- ( 
creased enrollment of 5,273 t 
students in the town’s schools, j 
were set up by the L.K.B. 
Company, a consulting firm l 
hired to redesign and com- i 
puterize the routes. | 

The agreement between the I 
town and the bus consulting c 
firm contains an unconditional 
guarantee that the town will t 
save money as a result of the ] 
new computerized bus routes, t 
The consulting firm’s fee of : 
$30,000 is based on the use of 16 
buses from DePalma Tran¬ 
sportation Service at the rate 
of $11,000 per bus. Any cost to 
the schools above the 16 buses 
contracted for is to be made 
up by the L.B.K. Company 
from its fee. 

A check with James Coon, 
director of business services 
for the School Department,; 
showed that three buses have : 
been added to the 16 buses 
already under contract. The 
buses were added last Friday 
afternoon. 

Officials at the school also 
stated that the number of 
buses will remain at 19 until 
the problems are settled and 
have issued a deadline for 
settlement. 

The consulting firm also 
advised the School Depart¬ 
ment to use a new method for 
accepting bids on the bus 
contract. 

This year, for the first time, 
bidding was on time instead of 
mileage. 

For more than fifty years 
the DePalma Transportation 
Service has planned the routes 
and supplied the buses and 
drivers to get the town's 
students to and from school. 

New specifications for 
bidding, not starting work on 
the new bus routes earlier and 
the L.B.K. Company have 
added up to one big headache 
for the drivers, students, 
parents and school officials. 

According to many parents, 
students have been on buses 
for as long as an hour before 
school and have not arrived 
home until approximately 4 
p.m. Other parents were 
concerned because their 
1 youngsters left on one bus in 
; the morning and returned on 
. another in the afternoon. 


Several drivers have con¬ 
tacted the Agawam Citizen 
asking that full coverage be 
given to the “bus fiasco". 

Many drivers are unhappy 
because they have been taken 
off routes they have been 
driving for years and feel that 
this is causing discipline 
problems. 

One driver complained that 
three drivers had the same 
route, that six buses were 
going on the same streets and 
three bu^es were routed into 
dead end streets. 

Drivers were also subjected 
to verbal abuse by irate 
parents who were "up in arms 
because we were running 
late.” 

Another driver said “they 
must have taken a pillow and 
shook feathers all over a map 
to set up the routes...if I had 
taken all the left turns printed 
on my route I would have 
ended up in the Connecticut 
River with a busload of kids.” 

The drivers were as loud in 
their praise for Joe Ferrari of 
DePalma Transportation 
Service as they were in their 
criticism of the new com¬ 
puterized routes. 

"Joe Ferrari used to get in 
his car and drive those routes, 
i every one of them, well in 
advance of the first day of 
: school and we never had any 
I problems. He knows this town 

■ and we didn't need somebody 
sitting in an office in New 

i York to work out bus routes. I 

■ don't believe Joe ever charged 
• this town a dime for doing all 
; that and I don't believe that 

L.K.B. outfit is going to save 
, this town a dime." 
i And, Ferrari was quick to 
praise the drivers. He told-the 
; Agawam Citizen: “1 cannot 
i praise the drivers enough. I'm 
; proud of them. I’m happy with 
1 them. Most of my drivers have 
; been driving buses in town for 
. more than ten years and they 
r are good, dedicated drivers. 
i They are all tax payers in this 

1 town and many of them have 
; youngsters in school and they 

2 want everything to be smooth 
, and safe." Ferrari said he 
. would reserve any further 
. comment on the route 
s problem "until the final 
e routing is completed." 

i “I understand that Dr. 
4 Gardner and the School 
e Committee are working on it 
r and some improvements have 
n already been made," Ferrari 
n said.
